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City Annexes 80 
Acres Proposed 
For Development

A rezoning and annexatjon 
proposal that taused nearly an 
hour of debate and was de- 
ferred without action in a meet- 
ing two weeks ago was ap- 
proved by the Granite City 
council Monday night without 
discussion and without a dis- 
senting vote, 

The action annexes to Gran- 
ite City and rezones an 80-acre 
tract of land proposed for de- 
velopment of a multi-million 
dollar apartment building and 
shopping center complex. 

The tract is.located south of 
Pontoon Road and west of the 
right-of-way of the Alton & 
Southern Railroad crossing. 

In contrast to their reception 
of the proposals two weeks ago, 
when several council members 
protested development of the 
area would create serious drain- 
age problems, the aldermen 
voted unanimously Monday 
night to’ suspend the rules and 
give final passage to both ordi- 
nances—one rezoning the tract 
and the other annexing the tract 
o Granite City, 


Two Zoning Classes 

Council members first ap- 
proved the ordinance rezoning 
the tract to. C-2 (commercial) 
for that part designated for con- 
struction of the shopping cen- 
ter and to R-5 (multiple resi- 
dential) for the sector in which 
ipartment buildings are to be 
built. The ordinance annexing 
the 80-acre area to the city. was 
then adopted. 

The ordinances were present 
ed by Alderman Paul Schuler, 
chairman of the Ordinance 
Committee. A second toy both 
motions was offered by Alder- 
man Gerald Parmley whose 
motion for a deferral suspend 
ed action 9n the bills in the 
Dec. 7 council session. 

The newly annexed—tract is 
owned by Leo Wolf, Granite 
City contractor and developer, 
who said he plans to build an 
apartment complex of 500 uhits 
of varying design—possibly in 
cluding one or more high-rise 
buildings—on part of the land. 
A shopping center also is de- 

gned for another sector of the 
tract, requiring slightly less 
than half of the 80-acre land 
jrea, Wolf said. 

The rezoning and annexation 
had been approved by the City 
Plan Commission which recom- 
mended adoption of the ordi- 
nances by the council. 

Predict Drainage Problems 

Objections to the proposal pro 
jected by several council mem- 
bers in the Dec. 7 meeting 
were based on a lack of plans 
for handling stormwater drain- 
age in the area. Both Schuler 
and Parmley expressed the be-

The Madison City Council, 
meeting last night, approved 
procedure clearing the way for 
Caine Steel Co., located; in Ste- 
phen Maeras Industrial Park, 
to construct a $500,000 building 
adjacent to its present plant in 
the: city-owned park. 

The resolution specifies the 
company may finance the new 
building through the Mercantile 
Trust Bank in St. Louis. It pro-

Preparation of a workable 
community improvement  pro- 
gram for presentation to, the 
Department of. .Howsing and 
Urban Development (HUD) i 
completed this week by the 
sulting firm of Leo A. Daly Co., 
St. Louis, and the council voted 
last night to submit the docu- 
ment to HUD for approval.

If grants are sought in the 
future for the two projects and 
the full amount is approved, 
the city would need to raise

Urges Care in Use of Toys Steel Output Drops 
To Preverit Eye Injuries 


During the holiday season, it 
is estimated that thousands of 
children will suffer unnecessary 
eye injuries caused by unsafe 
or mishandled toys received as 
Christmas gifts, according to 
the Illinois Optometric Associa- 
tion. Others of all ages will suf- 
fer eye injuries from their 
Christmas gifts during the com- 


s and sons receiving 
home-workshop tools should 
wear goggles with impact-re- 
sistant lenses while using the 
tools to protect their eyes from 
flying bits of wood, nails or 
whatever,” Floyd Mizener, 
O.D., president of the’ Illinois 
Optometric Association, said. 
Similar goggles are a must for 
home chemists also, who should 
have instruction in’ proper, safe 
laboratory procedures, “Inex- 
pensive yet durable safety gog- 
gles can be purchased at most 
hobby or craft shops, but be 
certain the lenses are impact- 
resistant before buying,” Dr. 
Mizener said. 

Poorly constructed and poorly 
designed toys cause many chil- 
dren’s eye injuries. Although 
the Child Protection Act of 1969 
covers the removal from sale 
of toys with electrical, mech- 
anical or thermal hazards, 
many potentially dangerous 
toys remain on the market. 

Avoid Some Toys 

Poorly designed toys with 
sharp, pointed or rough edges 
that can cut or injure the eyes 
should be avoided. Some stuffed 
animals lose their eyes and 

ses, revealing sharp pins. 

xposed pins and nail points, 
which can scratch or cut a 
child or accidentally poke into 
an inquiring young eye, are 
particularly dangerou: Dr. 
Mizener stated. Poorly con- 
structed toys made of thin, 
brittle plastic can shatter, send- 
ing splinters or sharp pieces of 
plastic into a youngster’s eyes. 

“Darts, arrows, — sling-shots 
and all missile-type toys are a 
threat to, the visual safety! of 
children, especially if they are 
mishandled,” Dr. Mizener said. 
Children under six should not 
have them. Parents should ex- 
plain to older youngsters the 
proper way to handle these po- 
tentially dangerous toys and su- 
pervise such play. Be wary of 
suction cup tipped arrows and 
darts. These tips. can fall off, 
making the toys dangerous. 

Inspect the stick handles of 
toy brooms, mops, sweepers. 
and toddler's push toys to be 
certain the edges are rounded. 
“However, such toys are not 
recommended for children un- 
der age 2, who can easily poke 
the stick in their eye,” stated 
Dr. Mizener. 

The Illinois optometrist cau- 
tioned that if a child does suf- 
fer an eye injury, parents 
should immediately contact 


their physician and follow his 
instructions. 

“Optometrists, while not di- 
rectly involved in the actual 
treatment of eye injuries, are 
nonetheless concerned with the 
often severe. visual impairment 
resulting from such injuries,” 
Dr. Mizener said. “Through 
the prescription and adaptation 
of optical aids, an optometrist 
may help improve the impaired 
vision after the injury has 
healed,” he said. 

Protecting vision requires 
care, caution and consideration 
upon the part of the Christmas 
giver and receiver. “Buy only 
well constructed, well designed 
gifts and use them properly,” 
Dr. Mizenér. said.

Domestic steel mills poured 
10,040,000 tons of steel during 
November, 659,000 tons less 
October, and the lowest month- 
ly output since November, 
1968's total of 9,590,000 tons. 

Open hearth production, which 
has been declining all year, 
slipped to 3,311,000 tons from 
October’s output of 3,524,000 
tons, Basic oxygen steelmaking 


dropped to 5,252,000 tons from ¢ 


October’s 5,489,000 tons, while 
electric furnaces made 1,477,000 
tons of steel in November, com- 
pared with 1,687,000 tons in Oc- 
tober. 

Through the first 11 months, 
the nation’s steelmakers pro- 
duced 120,921,000 tons of the 
metal. This compares with the 
129,257,000 tons during the same 
period of last year. 

Of this year’s steel production 
total, 57,760,000 tons came from 
basic oxygen furnaces, 44,755,- 
000 tons from open hearths, and 
18,406,000 tons from electric fur- 
naces, 

American Iron and Steel In. 
stitute’s steelmaking index, 
based on average production 
during the 1957-1959. period as 
100, stood at 125.8 for Novem- 
ber and 136.0 for the first 11 
months of 1970. This compares 
with an October, 1970 index of 
129.7 and an index of 149.3 for 
November of last year. The 11 
months, 1969 index was 145.4.

Poor Mexican Children 


Ross Caputo, who at 26 has 
spent years working with the 
impoverished and disadvan- 
taged; last summer took up 
with street urchins of Xalapa, 
Mexico, where he induced some 
to learn for their pesos. 

Caputo, who first studied for 
the Catholic ministry and is 
now a graduate student in spe- 
cial education at Southern Illi- 
nois University at Carbondale, 
already had worked with chil- 
dren of migrant farmworkers 
in Indiana, Puerto Rican mi- 
nority groups in New York, and 
impoverished people who had 
moved from rural areas into 
the near north side of St. Louis. 

The involvement with the 
Mexican children began in the 
summer when he joined a study- 
travel program’ in phychol- 
cultural problems in the educa- 
tion of Mexican-American han- 
dicapped children. Sixteen 
trainees and.a staff spent sev- 
eral weeks at the University of 
Veracruz at Xalapa .under 
sponsorship of SIU and the U.S. 
Office of jucation. 

“Tt all started at the sidewalk 
cafes when the homeless Mexi- 
can boys sang and danced for 
whatever money American tour- 
ists wanted to give,” said Ca- 
puto, Brooklyn -born — Italian 
American who his bache- 
lor’s degree St. Louis 
University 

Live in Shacks 

“Where did these boys stay? 
dome stayed in small groups in 
shacks on the outskirts of 
Xalapa, others slept on. news. 
papers’ on sidewalks. There 
were a few who stayed with a 
mother in very poor circum- 
stances who joined the others 
during the day to obtain money 
There were many illegitimates.” 

But in. spite of this kind of 
living, Caputo was quick to 
point out, they generally were 
pretty honest children, very in- 
dependent and carefree. 

Seeing these children begging 
for money started Caputo and 
some of the other class mem- 
bers to wonder if they could do 
something more positive than 
“just shell out.” They obtained 
morning use of a classroom 
from the School of Special Edu- 
cation in Xalapa. Included was 
an adjoining kitchen. 

Caputo recruited street chil- 
dren by simply talking to them 
at the sidewalk cafes. 

He said he'd offer them .a 
small bit of money if they 
could write their name. Most 
couldn’t. Others, when they 
asked for money, would be told 
they could have some if they 
could count up to ten. When 
the children couldn’t score he'd

Then, with Juan's success, the 
others learned to write , their 
names and to recite the 
alphabet.”” 

The important thing was, ac- 
cording to Caputo, that the 
children learned to like to learn. 
Many times ' when breakfast 
was ready, he children 
would finish wi class work 
they were doing before they 
would eat 

Caputo hopes to go back to 
Mexico next summer for some 
further work and study on pro- 
gram of education for disad- 
vantaged children. He,. expects

MOBILE HOMES WORTHY 
OF FEDERAL SUBSIDIES 

To the Editor 

In 1969,. Congress recognized 
the mobile manufactured home 

to qualify for Federal Housing 
Authority underwriting financ- 
We thank Congress for end- 
ing the FHA nation 
against the mobile home. 

But now our government sub- 
idizes a new type of discrim 
ination against the mobile 
home. The FHA 235 program 
is supposed to be a program to 
help the poor with housing. That 

the poor, yet not too poor. 

The mobile manufacturered 
home is the most house and 
hofhe for the lowest dollar. Mo- 
bile homes are 14 feet wide 
now with lengths up to 70 feet, 
providing 924 square feet of 
floor space. 

The industry provides beauti- 
ful homes of -these dimensions 
at prices of $8,000 and $10,000, 
neluding washer and dryer and 
air cooling—a deluxe home for 
only $10,000. 

Why is our government sub: 
idizing for the poor, but not 
too poor, to buy a ‘$18,000 to 

“$23,000 home with our ‘tax mon- 
ey when such beautiful homes 
1s our industry produces are 
available for only $8,000 com- 
pletely furnished? Why is the 
housing excluded from FHA 

235? 

"If the government is going to 
help the poor to buy a home, 
then certainly all forms of low 
cost housing should be includ- 
ed as being eligible to be pur- 

ed in the subsidy program. 

The mobile home is the only 
real low-cost home available. 

Mobile homes last year provid- 
ed. in excess of 14 of America’s 
new housing supply. 

For our government to now 
take the position that mobile 
shomes are not good enough for 
these yr, but not too poor, 
home buyers approaches dis- 
crimination in the highest de- 
gree. 

Any new product that can 
rise from obscurity on the na- 
tional market scene, to captur- 
ing %4 of the market jin such 
few short years must no long- 
er ‘be considered “‘unconven- 
tional.” The: mobile home must 
be considered ‘“‘conventional’’ 


housing. 
Call it conventional housing 


of a new type, if you will. 
Whether or not the public is 


discrim 


ready to call it conventional is 
not the criteria. 

When that new product rep- 
resents 14 of the buyer's choice, 
it is certainly wrong for the 
government’ to exclude that 
product from subsidy of public 
money derived from taxation— 
especially, taxation derived 
from merchandisers of the ex- 
cluded project. 

To add insult to injury, on- 
ite builders are now pointing 
out to potential home buyers 
that, with the help of FHA 235, 
it is not necessary to live in 
what they degradingly ‘call a 
“trailer house.” 

The government has a new 
plan. They can now buy a home 
with interest rates as low as 
19% if they are poor enough, but 
not too poor. 

In addition to that, the mobile 
home merchandiser, through 
payment of his taxes, must help 
subsidize the poor to purchase 
his competitor's higher priced 
product. 

It is most fitting that our 
representatives in Washington 
do what they can to correct 
this situation. One of two points 
of action must happen: either 
the FHA 235 program must be 
discontinued, or else mobile 
homes must be included as be- 
ing eligible to be purchased 
within the same or similar sub- 
sidy program.

The Christmas carol of today is a domesti- 
cated descendant of a lively folk dance. It start- 
ed in the Middle Ages as a circular country 
dance, called a “carole” in French.

The lyrics began to change, too. Eventual- 
ly, the “macaronic™ stole appeared, consisting 
of tacking a Latin phrase onto each popular 
line. The people sang: “Make we joy now in 
this feast. In qua Christus natus est.” 

Although the Latin carried on the sense of 
the song, it was not understood by many who 
sang it. But the stately words added a religious 
irnage. 

In 1223, St. Francis of Assisi started. the 
custom of placing a creche, or miniature Na- 
tivity scene, in the church at Christmas time. 
People began to act out the events of the Na- 
tivity and then to compose carols to sing with 
the plays. These led to the French noels, strict- 
ly Christmas songs which, in turn, inspired the 
English carol.

18-Year-Olds to Vote on Natignal Offices, 
Will Have Voice ‘Within the System’ 


Uncle Sam extended a welcome this week 
to his newest voting partners, the | 8-year-olds. 
Youths now have a greater voice than ever be- 
fore in their government, a real opportunity to 
work constructively “within the system” of our 
democracy: 

Under a U. S. Supreme Court ruling, per- 
sons 18, 19 and 20 years old will be able to 
vote for all federal elected officials beginning 
Jan. 1, 1971; the previous minimum age was 
21. Those seeking to vote in presidential elec- 
tions-may do so regardless of state residency re- 
quirements, if the state rule is greater than 30 
days. u 
The decision is that ‘Congress can fix the 

age of voters in national elections, such as 
congressional, senatorial, vice-presidential and 
presidential elections, but cannot set the voting 
age in state and local elections.’’ State laws, 
which vary from 18 to 21, will remain in effect 
for local and state balloting. 

The high court ruling was issued only six 
days after Illinoisans, balloting on a new state 
constitution, had decided on a separate guestion 
to not lower the voting age in this state from 21 
to 18. Quad-Cityans by a’ 3,620-2,643 margin 
favored retaining the higher age minimum. 

There is some belief that the negative vote 
in Illinois was in response to the youthful 

lence at’ such locations as Carbondale,

We had advocated granting suffrage to 
18-year-olds in the belief that youngsters are,

This week's decision answers the “‘old 
enough to fight in Vietnam" argument by grant- 
ing federal voting rights to all who attain the 
age at which assignment to war zones is. per- 
mitted. 

At the same time, it does nothing to en- 
courage what many property owners in “‘col- 
lege towns’ have feared—students voting ap- 
proval of costly governmental programs ‘and 
then avoiding paying for them by graduating 
and departing. 

With the “foot in the door” created by the 
landmark Dec. 21 verdict, it will not be sur- 
prising to see the 42 states with voting at age 
21 consider revising the age downward for state 
and local elections. The minimum is 18 in Geor- 
gia, Kentucky and Alaska, 19 in Massachusetts, 
Montana and Wyoming and 20 in Maine and 
Nebraska.

Thoughts of Peace at Christmas; ‘Confessions’ of the Peace Symbol 


By Rev. Vernon D. Covington) Pastor; Emmanuel Baptist Church 


(An original lesson, presented 
to the Sunday evening youth 
group) 

Confessions of a peace sym- 
bol: 

I am faced with a real dilem- 
ma and, frankly, I don’t quite 
know what to do about it. Let 
me share my problem with you. 

I was conceived, less than a 
decade ago, by a concerned 
generation in an effort to sym- 
bolize their desire for world 
peace. | 

It all séemed so simple in 
those early days, but how con- 
fusing it has now become. I 
am actually two symbols in 
one, my main body and two 
arms signifying the semaphoric 
position of a man’s ar: 
they form the letters “N’ 

“p”, 

These two letters were meant 
to stand for “nuclear disarma- 
ment,"" and the purpose of my 
birth was to symbolize man’s 
desire to, put the” weapons of 
mass destruction to bed once 
and for all. 

But when I was finished, 1 


came? out looking like many 
strange things. There are some 
who think I look like a chicken- 
track, or even a jet airliner. I 
strangely resemble the emblem 
on an Oldsmobile. 

And there are many who tell 
me that I am nearly a direct 
copy of the ancient “crow’s 
foot”’ or inverted, broken cross 
used by rebels during the mid- 
dle ages against the Catholic 
Church, and often referred to 
as the sign of the “Anti-Christ.” 

I really don't know too much 
about this sort of thing, and I 
am sorry if I resemble any 
such sign, for this was not the 
purpose of my conceivers. 

And yet, I fear that I am 
being exploited by many 
who do not respect that for 
which this country stands. 
They take me to so many 
places where no decent 
“peace symbol” should 
ever be seen. 

I am supposed to repre- 
sent peace, and yet I have 
become the badge of the 
revolutionary. 


Iam supposed to signify love, 
an et I attend every lustful 
orgy that is held. 

Through no fault of my own, 
T go to riots, “pot parties” and 
flag burnings. People wear me 
around their necks while they 
throw bricks through  store- 
fronts and bomb university 
buildings. 

I have been superimposed 
upon American flags, thus dese- 
crating the emblem of our na- 
tion. I have been’ left as a 
calling card when the fire has 
died down, and students lay 
dead on the campuses of our 
universities. 

Isn't it strange that I, a peace 
symbol, should be involved in 
such activities? 

Most of the young people who 
display me on their automo- 
biles, windows, books or jewelry 
are sincere in their desire for 
peace. But I wonder if I have 
outlived my usefulness to them. 

I have been so misused by the 
revolutionary activists in. this 
country, that I immediately in- 
voke hatred in the minds of so 


Record Number of Drunken Driving Arrests in Illinois 


(Tri-City and Ilinois Bar Associations) 


The number of Illinois motor- 
ists convicted on charges of 
driving while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol or dangerous 
drugs promises to become the 
highest in Illinois history. 

The previous high was set in 
1969, when 13,983 persons were 
convicted. 

The number convicted each 
year of having had 
many for the road” 
climbed steadily during _ the 
past decade, according to rec- 
ords kept by the Secretary of 
State’s office in Springfield. 

There have been only a few 
convictions for driving under 
the influence of dangerous 
drugs. 

Under state law, convictions 
on a “D.W.I.” (driving while 
under the influence of intoxicat- 


ing liquor or dangerous drugs) 
results in automatic revocation 
of the person's license by the 
secretary of state. Normally, 
the person whose license is re- 
voked must wait one year be- 
fore applying for another driv- 
er’s license. 

The number of “D.W.I.” con- 
victions has steadily risen each 
year since 1963, when there 
were 5,595 convictions. In 1964, 
there was a sharp increase to 
8,094 and the trend continues. 

In hardship cases, the per- 
son whose license “is revoked 
may qualify for a restricted 
permit which would allow him 
to operate a motor vehicle be- 
tween ‘his residence and place 
of employment. 

There is no guarantee 
that a new license will be 
issued upon application aft- 


er the one-year waiting pe- 
riod, since the applicant 
may be rejected if his trust- 
worthiness in the driver’s 
seat is still a matter of 
doubt. 

By law, a person is pre- 
sumed to be under the influ- 
ence of alcohol if he has 0.10% 
or more by weight of alcohol in 
his blood. 

‘A person of average weight 
will normally reach that level 
after consuming two strong al- 
coholic drinks “or three not-so- 
strong drinks during a one-hour 
period. A thin person will reach 
the “influence” level sooner. 

The percentage of alcohol in 
a person’s blood can be de- 
termined by chemical analysis 
of his blood, breath, urine or 
saliva. 

Under current law, a test for

I want real peace, but I won- 
der ‘how many people really re- 
alize that when they look at me. 
I have been so grossly misun- 
derstood that I almost wish I 
had never come into existence.

blood alcohol content may not 
be given without a_person’s 
consent. If a driver refuses to 
take the test, neither the fact or 
his refusal nor results of any 
test taken over his objection 
can be used as evidence against 
him in court. 


If a person consents to a 
chemical test, the results must 
be made available to him or 
his attorney. 

If a test shows that a person 
had less than 0.05% by weight 
of alcohol in his blood; he is 
presumed to be sober. 

If the level is between 0.05% 
and 0.10%, there is no presump- 
tion one way or the other. How- 
ever, this fact may be consid- 
ered with other competent evi 
dence in determining whether 
the person was under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor. 


Several years ago, a Press- 
Record editorial drew a num- 
ber of responses from ;local 
senior citizens. 

The editorial discussed people 
who had been near death and 
who had gained heightened 
appreciation of their associates 
and their surroundings. 

A man who was near death 
for reasons other than illness or 
‘accident, James R. Cross, re- 
ported a similarly changed out- 
look this month upon being 
freed. 

He is the British diplomat 
who was kidnaped and held 
prisoner in a windowless room 
for 60 days by Quebec separa 
tionist terrorists in Canada. 
‘This is the way he recalled the 
experience: 

“It is marvelous to be back in 
the world. 

“T hope you will all under- 
stand I’m very tired. It has 
been a terrible strain—not only 
during the eight weeks but ever 
since Wednesday night” (when 
arrangements began which led 
to his release). 

What was it like? How was 
he treated? - 

“My captivity was a state of 
suspended animation. 

“I saw 162 French films on 
television, which improved my 
understanding of the language. 

“My wife was going through 
a terrible thing. At least I knew 
what was happening to me. 


“To ease the mental agony 

of my captivity, I spent a 

lot of time reliving familiar 

scenes—pubs and theaters 

—talking to people I have 

known, It was the only way 

I could keep going through 

this nightmare.” 

He was not tortured or beaten 
after being abducted Oct. 5, but 
he lost 22 pounds and his ab- 
ductors threatened to kill the 
British trade commissioner un- 
less the Canadian government 
freed 23 members of the FLQ 
(Quebec Liberation Front) and 
paid a ransom of $500,000 in 
gold. 

When this was refused, an- 
other FLQ cell kidnapped Que- 
bec Labor Minister Pierre La- 
Porte on Oct. 10 and murdered 
him a week later. 

“why Pierre LaPorte is dead 
and Iam alive, I do not know,” 
Cross commented later. “But I 
want to pay homage to this 
brave man and express my 
conviction his sacrifice was not 
in vain. 

“[ never met Mr, LaPorte, 
but in the week when we were 
both prisoners I felt closer to 
him than a brother.” 

“In the first, two weeks, I 
talked extensively with’ the kid- 
napers about politics. But after 
I learned of Mr. LaPorte's mur- 
der, I did not feel like continu- 
ing the discussions. 

“I made no attempt to slip 
clues: into the lettérs I wrote ‘to 
my wife and to officials as to 
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where I was being held. I real- 


dy did.not know where I was. 


The kidnapers told me about 
10 p.m. Wednesday (Dec. 2) 
that police had found out where 
I was hidden.’ 

Acting on tips, officers sur- 
rounded the hideout, a North, 
Montreal residence. With cap- 
ture appearing imminent, the 
terrorists threw a piece of pipe 
containing an offer to negotiate 
from an upper window. 

“Nothing much happened for 
about four hours,” Cross re- 
lated, “They got’ me up and 
handcuffed me to a doorknob 
in a corridor in the middle of 
the house. I spent the-rest of 
the night in a very uncomfort- 
able position.”” 

Talks were held and the Brit- 
isher was exchanged Dec. 4 for 
seven persons—his captors and 
members of their families— 
who were permitted to go to 
Cuba. 

“I'm very glad they’re’ out 
of this country and away from 
me. They’re obviously convin' 
ed and fervent revolutionaries,"’ 
Cross said. 

“After being shut up in 
close confinement for eight 
weeks, the thing. that strikes 
me most is how important 
the simple things in life 
are which we take for 
granted. 

“You only realize this 
when you are deprived of . 
your family. talking . to! 
friends, breathing fresh air 
and seeing the sun. 

“At times, I never thought 
I would see England again. 1 
never thought I was going to 
drink a pint of bitter (beer) 
again. 

“It's almost like being out of 
purgatory. It’s a small thing 
and suddenly you come out of a 
house and ii’s a bright day like 
today. And you suddenly real- 
ize how. much a little thing like 
that, that costs you nothing, 
means in one’s day-to-day life. 

“Today is the happiest day of 
my life,’ he concluded. 

Cross is not sure what effect 
the episode will have on his 
diplomatic career, 

But his words made jit clear 
that the threat to his life will 
have a permanent impact on 
his attitude toward “the. sim- 
ple things in life”. i 
scenes, dining out, 1 
friends, loved ones, fresh air, 
bright sunlight. 

During, Christmas week, a 
thought which arises is that it 
would be a great gift to local 
residents if they could see life 
for a brief time through the 
eyes of James Cross. *

A. If you did not file a re- 
turn for 1969, then you can pick 
up tax forms and instructions 
at any IRS office, bank, or post 
office. 

Tax forms are sent to every 
taxpayer who filed a return the 
previous year. 

To avoid sending taxpayers 
more forms than they may 
need, the IRS may send a tax- 
payer one of three different tax 
packages. 

Most taxpayers will receive 
the basic package, which con- 
tains copies of the Form 1040

Taxpayers whd had retire:
